Finally an application by the Bishop 
of Ossory for leave to introduce a bill to 
abolish Canon thirty-six, which forbids 
the use of the cross on the Communion 
table. was ruled out of order on the 
ground that it did not conform to the 
procedure rules.

MAY BE USED IN LESSONS. 

When ihe House resumed the Committe 
stage debate on the bill which proposes to 
make it permissible to use the Revised Ver- 
sion in the reading of the Lessons, 

The Archbishop of Dublin said that they 
found themselves quite unexpectedly up 
egainst Canon 45. They had got into the 
position that they were seeking. to amend 
the Canon. It wag perfectly plain that the 
House did not like’ that; and it seemed to 
him that they ought to fespect the will of the 
House. ‘There was a kind of tolerated com. 
petition, which in almost every case had 
ended: in favour of the Authorised Version, 
and if they chose to say that it was permis- 


sible to use the Revised Version they could do |. 


it without the least necessity of toyching the 
Canon at all, 

The Primate said that the Archbishop's ex- 
planation meant that there was no alteration 
of the Canon involved.” The Synod would 
realise how important that~was, because to 
iter a Canon by a side-wind would be an 
utolerable thing. 

Lord Glenavy said that he could not at all 
accept the view that if the bill was passed in 
its present form it did not alter the Canon. 
It was a dangerous innovation that a Canon 
should be altered merely aa the result of a 
consequéntiq! change by a bill brought in for 
another. purpose. The question remained 
whether, i they passed the bill in 
its present form, they were not, in 
effect, altering the Canon in an )n- 
direct way. The matter was wot a 
very urgent one, and the op ortunity might 
be taken of considering the whole legal 
position before next Synod. 

The Primate eventually stated that he con- 
sidered the’ ruling of the Archbishop of 
Dublin, that the bill would not involve any 
alteration of the Canon, as correct. i) — . 

An amendment was passed rendering it 
permissible to use the Revised Version in the 
yeading of the Lessons ‘‘ with the consent of 
the Ordinary,’” 

The committée stage of the measure was 
concluded, andthe report stage will be taken 
to-day.

verge of closing because the grant was in 
danger of being lost. Before that was done 
the Department of Education intimated their 
willingness to supply a motor van to carry 
the children to a large schoo] close by. This 
had been done with wefy great success, 
and the children had been taken to a 
ne School under the Church's manage- 
ment. ; 
CANON KINGSMILL MOORE'S APPEAL. 
Canon Kingamill Meare, D.D., said that 
vans should be regarded as only a temporary 
measure, and he asked the Synod not to close 
small schools in order to start a van, Small 
schools were the life of a parish, and he urged 
that none of them shouldbe closed if at all 
possible. -He-vegretted the closing of some 
schools in the Diocese of Cork, 

Captain Home, R.N., pointed out that these 
small schools had been closed because they 
found that the children were leaving them to 
go to larger schools under Roman Catholic 
management. With the aid of motor vans 
they were able to bring back their children to 
large schools under Church management. 
Anderson, headmaster of 
Dublin, spoke of the im- 
portant work in which the Church Education 
Society was engaged. He proposed that, with 
a view to securing free help for small Church 
schools, it was desirable to establish a closer 
connection between the General Synod and 
the Society, and that the Board of Education 
be directed to negotiate’ with the Church 
Kducation Society on this matter, and, if 
circumstances permit, to appoint three of its 
members to reinforce the Committee of the 
Society. 

Canon W. Pike seconded the motion, and it 
was pugsed; the peport was also adopted.

(“ No, no.’’) ey felt that 1t was damag- 
ing to the reputation of the Church of 
Ireland—(‘' No, no ')—and that it gave 
those outside its borders a false impression 
of the position. He, therefore, felt that it 
was his bounden duty, as representing a 
large body of Churchmen and ‘acthwanen, 
to bring forward this matter. 

The last thing that he wished to do was 
to interfere with the liberty of their people 
to decide what ornaments should, or should 
not, be used in their churches. What he 
wished to do was to add to the liberty of 
their people, and give them the right, if 
‘the incumbent and the congregation so 
wished, to have the symbol] of the Redemp- 
tion pieces in their baa This was uni- 
versal, even in evangelical churches. He 
would like to see the Cross above the Holy 
Table, not for any superstitions purpose, not 
to be bowed to or adored, but simply 
because it proclaimed to men the faith of 
the Church, the true nature of the Blessed 
Sacrament; and, first and foremost, as a 
memorial of Our Saviour’s Cross, whereby 
alone they could obtain remission of | their 
sins, and were made partakers of the King- 
dom of Heaven. ' 

WRONG PROCEDURE, 

The Chairman (the Archbishop of Dublin), 
intervening on the question of procedure, 
said that the Assessor had advised him (and 
he agreed with him) that the propeser and 
seconder were proceeding along the wrong 
lines. He should rule accordingly, though 
with reluctance, as he was in sympathy with 
the resolution, Under their Constitution they 
should proceed to alter, or modify, Canons 
along certain lines—the introduction of a 
bill. Canon 36 was an exception, and in that 
case they should proceed by resolution w 
One year, and by a bill the following year. 
The procedure was accordingly out of order 

On the suggestion of Mr, Bowen, 

Lord Glenavy gave his ruling on 
motion, and the discussion was closed. 

The Synod adjourned till 11 o'clock this 
morning. 


SYNOD’S ACTION CRITICGISED. 


The General Synod's action on the motion 
for leave to introduce a bill to repeal Canon 
36 of the Church of Ireland was discussed at 
a meeting in connection with the Irish Church 
Missions, held last night in the Metropolitan 
Hall, Dublin. 

Sir R. J. Kennedy, K.C.M.G., said that 
it was an extraordinary occurrence. The 
motion proposed by the Bishop of Ossory, 
with the assent of the Bishop of Meath. 
sought to change the Communion Service into 
a Roman Mass. It was the intention of the 
motion’s sponsors that the Canon which forbids 
the placing of a cross on the Communion 
Table should be removed. The speech of the 
Bishop of Ossory, while it might have been 
made with the best intentions, was very mis- 
taken and very wrong. The motion was ruled 
out, and the result was that only one side 
of the question would come before the public 
view. The opposing view was being sup- 
pressed, and would remain so until next 
year, when the whole question would be 
brought up in the correct legal form. The 
national Book of Common Prayer, he added. 
is the official declaiation of the religion of 
the British Empire,

THE SWEDE'S MISTAKE.

the earth one learns all sorts of things 
which are not taught at school.

Since coming out to British Columbia 
I have lost a Íot of money, and (to state 
my real grievance) have had to work like 
a pit-pony, but by way of recompense I 
have picked up a few, items of general 
knowledge. For instance, I now know 
that the near side of a horse is the off- 
side of a cow, and that, when one is milk- 
ing the latter, the off-side rule must be 
rigidly adhered to, or the cow will take a 
penalty kick. None of my various school- 
masters troubled to tell me this, but,

A NEW VICE, 


Another thing: I have learned about a 
new vice, and, if you are over twenty- 
one, I shall tell you all about it. This 
vice was imported by the Swedes, Danes, 
Norwegians and Scandinavians in general, 
and has made great ravages amongst the 
woodmen who do not spare the trees. It 
consists in using a dark-brown, moist 
powder called ‘‘Snoosh.’’ Most lumber- 
jacks carry a little, round box of this 
dope, labelled “ Best Copenhagen,’’ and 
from time to time they take out a pinch 
and tuck it away in their mouths, between 
the inner lip and the gum.

From the street they do not appear to have 
suffered much damage, but I am told that 
on closer examination they show signs of 
old age. 

The central figure—Hibernia—has lost 
her right hand, while Mercury, on the 
east, is minus his left hand. The other 
figure, Fidelity, is anatomically complete, 
but her clothing is much worn by the 
action of wind and water. I understand 
that the figures suffered little from the 
fire that destroyed the Post Office in 1916, 
and that the stone was specially treated 
some time ago to render it capable of with- 
standing the weather for many years to 
come, 


Ghe Coat of Arms. 


Many people will remember the fine 

Coat of Arms that was on the front of the 
portico beneath the statue of Hibernia. 
The stonework now shows a cleaner part 
where the Arms formerly existed. It is a 
great pity that such a fine piece of work 
could not have been left intact, but the 
powers that be decided that a Royal Coat 
of Arms was de trop on their General 
Post Office. 
I am told that by the irony of fate the 
work of hacking off the Coat of Arms was 
done by an ex-Service man, who was em- 
ployed by the contractors rebuilding the 
premises.

KATHARINE TYNAN: 


A link with the storied past of Ulster 
has been broken hy the death, a few days 
ago, of Mr. Henry Somerville Rose- 
Cleland, of Redford House, Moy, County 
Tyrone. Mr. Rose-Cleland was managing 
director of the Redford Linen Company, 
and, al'‘hough so long resident in Moy 
that he was regarded as a Tyrone man, 
he was really a native of County Down, 
having been born at Bangor a few years 
before the great famine. 

His family came to Ireland about 1645, 
settled in Bangor, and gave notable men 
to the public service in nearly every 
generation since, His grandfather had 
many adventures by land and sea, and 
was only twenty-eight years old when he 
was killed at the head of his company in 
an attack on Attok, in India, in 1768. 
His father was a leading magistrate and 
a Deputy-Lieutenant for County Down. 
and led the Newtownards Mounted 
Infantry at the battle of Saintfield on 
June 9th, 1798. It was in that insurgent 
campaign the celebrated woman rehel, 
Betsy Gray, took part. His only son was 
a lieutenant in the 4th Battalion of the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, and was killed in 
action in 1916. 

The late Mr. Rose-Cleland was very 
active in parochial affairs in Moy. For 
a time he was rector’s churchwarden, and 
over several years he held high office in 
the Masonic and Orange Orders. It is 
over fifty years since he was made an 
Orangeman in the Bangor Cleland Lodge, 
called after his father. 

His long and flowing white beard gave 
him quite a natriarchal appearance, but 
for all that he was a very genial soul, 
and in all Ulster he had few equals as a 
singer of old Irish songs. 


Saint WCaelruain of Gallaght. 


Your interesting paragraph on ‘‘ Moll 
Rooney’s Pattern’’ at Tallagh, a corre- 
spondent writes, recalls the fact that an 
ancient account of the rule of St. Mael- 
ruain, Abbot of Tallaght from A.D. 769- 
782, was published about eighteen months 
ago as a. supplementary volume of 
Hermathena. This Life came down from 
antiquity in a manuscript now lost. It 
was copied by Father John Colgan, the 
noted Franciscan historian, in the seven- 
teenth century, or, rather, summarised by 
him in the Irish of his time. 

Colgan’s manuscript now lies in the 
Franciscans Library at Merchant’s quay 
in company with a large mass of material 
that travelled, since the days of the Four 
Masters, from Louvain to Rome, and 
thence home to Ireland. It was copied by 
Dr. E. J. Gwynn, Provost of Trinity 
College, Dublin, a few years ago, and he 
gives an Fnqlish translation and notes 


with the text.

Most people would take the Tuatara for 
a quite ordinary type of lizard, but its 
appearance is deceptive; for it is more 
nearly related to the tortoises and croco- 
diles than to the lizards. According to a 
recent writer, it is the sole survivor of a 
family of reptiles that flourished before 
the Dinosaurs became the principal feature 
on the landscape,

The Tuatara at the Zoo is patience per- 
sonified. It stays motionless as a stone, 
and no matter how closely you watch it, 
not a tremor will you perceive. As it sits 
so still it is easy to examine it thoroughly. 
and one of the most interesting points 
about the creature may be noticed on the 
top of its head. In days gone by the 
Tuatara had a third functional eye on the 
top of its head, and the present day speci- 
men still retains signs of the previous 
existence of the third eye. 

The Tuatara is almost extinct, and the 
New Zealand Government took steps some 
years ago to protect it from further de- 
struction. Although its appearance is not 
very appetising, it is very good eating, 
and the Maoris look upon it as a par- 
ticular delicacy. If it had not been for 
the protection given by the Government 
the Tuatara would have. disappeared 
altogether long ago, as its lazy habits 
make it an easy prey for the natives in 
search of a tasty meal.

MEN AS SUSCEPTIBLE 
AS WOMEN. 
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THE TESTIMONY OF ARTISTS.

66 HERE did I that nose ?’’ 
fiercely demanded a provincial 
es gó not long ago of a clever artist who 
had been painting his portrait. ‘From 
Nature, I suppose,” the man of brush and 
palette suggested. “Well, all I have 
got to say,” was the angry retort, “is that 
cannot recognise it, and I would advise 
you to tone it down a bit, sir. Vermilion 
may be cheap; but let me tell you, sir, 
that the le of Blanktown did not get 
up a public subscription for a fiery-look- 
ing object like that.” 
This gentleman who objected so 
vigorously to a faithful rendering of his 
roboscis is only a type of hundreds cf 
ifferent sitters whom artists find it 
almost impossible to please. ‘‘ The truth 
is,”” as the writer once heard a well- 
known Academician declare, “the portrait- 
painter requires the courage of a lion, 
combined with the artfulness and per- 
suasive power of a diplomatist, to tackle 
ta various kinds oí people who sit to 
im.” 


“H, is perfectly hopeless,” Mr. George 
Henry, R.A. once said, “to avoid flattery 
altogether in rtraiture; and, as a 
matter of fact, I never attempt it. If an 
old gentleman comes to you with one ear 
a couple of inches bigger than the other, 
you must not paint that ear so that it 
hangs outside the frame. That would he 
giving him too much for his money. You 
must make an Apollo out of him; other- 
wise he will tell ‘:is friends that you Lave 
no eye for the picturesque.” 


CHILDREN TROUBLESOME. 


So long as human nature is what it is, 
the artist who is not prepared to sacrifice 
his career to a slavish conscientiousness 
simply cannot afford to ignore the little 
vanities and weaknesses of his sitters. 
Probably the woman does not live who 
would find fault with. an artist for making 
her younger and more beautiful than she 
is, or the man who would not be secretly 
pleased at finding that a too aggressive 
nose had been toned down, a bald patch 
discreetly covered, or a touch of strength 
and dignity given to a weak or common- 
place face. 

Not that a sitter is often quite so out- 
spoken as the provincial mayor. The 
man with the abnorma) nose will usually, 
for instance, gaze pensively at the 
pictured feature and say: ‘‘ls my nose 
really like that?’’ while the bald-headed 
man will express surprise that his hair 
has got so very thin on the top. Ol 
course, the artist knows precisely what the 
sitter thinks and wants, and, if he is a 
discreet man, he will make some little 
concession to vanity. Male sitters are 
quite as vain and troublesome as the 
women, and children are more trouble- 
some than either. “I always declare,”’ 
Mr. Stanhope Forbes says, “that I will 
not paint them again, but I never keep my 
word. Strangely enough, people expect to 
pay less for a portrait of their children 
than for one of themselves, whereas a 
child is ten times more troublescme than 
an adult.” 

Mr. Ouless, R.A., tells some amusing 
stories of his experiences as a portrait- 
painter. “An old gentleman,” he said, 
‘of eighty-four. years of age called upon 
me to inquire if I would paint his young 
wife—a lady who was enormously stout 
and turned the scale at a good eighteen 
stone. ‘Mr. Ouless,’ said the proud 
husband, ‘I want you to paint an ideal 
portrait of my wife—something after the 
style of Ophelia or Juliet—you know what 
1 mean.’ ”’ 


THE IMPORTANCE OF TACT, 


Mr. Ouless declares that men are just as 
particular concerning their looks as 
women — especially the plain ones. 
“Tadies.” he declares, ‘‘as a rule, con- 
sider themselves better-looking than they 
are—a fact which may cause me some 
embarrassment; but this amiable weak- 
ness of the fair sex is excusable, as they 
rarely see themselves except at their 
best.” He has found ample exercise for his 
diplomatic arts with some of his sitters.

PROFESSOR MOORHEAD’S 
OPINION. 


Sir George Roche, President, occupied the 
chair at the 32nd annual general meeting ol 
the Corporation of the Royal Victoria Eye 
and Ear Hospital, Dublin, yesterday aiter- 
noon. 

The report stated that there were 2.155 
intern and 15,409 extern patients treated dur- 
ing the year, this being the bha average 
ever recorded. There was still a long list 
of patients waiting for admission. Regret 
was expressed that the new wing opened 
twelve months ago was idle owing to lack of 
funds to equip it. The ordinary income for 
the vear was £9,569 and the expenditure 
£11,070. Extraordinary igcome to thé ex- 
tent of £1,053 received during the year re- 
duced the deficit to £447. 

THE CHAIRMAN. 

Moving the adoption of the report, the 
Chairman said that the splendid results 
shown in the report had been achieved by 
the untiring skill and attention of the medica! 
staff, the Matron, Registrar and nurses, to 
whom their best thanks. were due. The direc- 
tors regretted that they had again to refer 
to the unsatisfactory finaneial positien of the 
hospital, and they again appealed for funds. 

PROFESSOR MOORHEAD. 

Professor T. Gillman Moorhead, in second- 
ing the-adoption of the repóft, stated that 
he had always taken a special interest In the 
Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital, owing 
to the fact that it represented the successful 
amalgamation of smaller hospitals. That 
amalgamation had been carried through by 
the genius and energy of the late Sir Henry 
Swanzy, and had resulted in the building of 
a hospital which was a credit to the w ole 
country. He was afraid that the public were 
rather tired of discussions about amalgama- 
tion, but he could not help oe to an 

. ad ap- 
eared in a Dublin evening paper the might 
a With much of that article he was 
in entire agreement, but there were two state 
ments in it with which he profoundly dis- 
agreed. 

- the first place, he did. not agree that 
Belfast had taken the place of Dublin as a 
medical centre. Belfast was a new city, and, 
like other new cities, had a new hospital. 
Dublin was an ancient city, and, therefore, 
many of its hospitals were old, and un- 
doubtedly many of them required modernisa- 
tion; but in addition to having old- 
established hospitals, Dublin also had ancient 
traditions and ancient culture, traditions and 
culture, which formed the best basis for a 
modern outlook. He asserted emphatically 
that as a pores centre and as a school, 
Dublin held as high a position as ever it did. 
He thought that some people in Dublin failed 
to realise how splendid our Medical Schools 
really were. 

He also disagreed that Dublin was un- 
known in the scientific world of to-day. Un- 
doubtedly, for lack of funds, we were unable 
to compete with research work in large 
centres, such as London and New York, but, 
nevertheless, we continued to make contribu- 
tions to current scientific thought in propor- 
tion to our resources and our population. In 
conclusion, Professor Moorhead a pealed for 
further funds, and icularly for further 
capital funds for the Royal Victoria Eye and 
Ear Hospital. 3

Mr. HEFFERNAN. Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Devartment of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, said that, before entering into a 
detailed <tatement of the finances of the De- 
partment, he would appeal to the deputies on 
the opposite side of the House to approach 
it in a somewhat different spirit from that 
i: which they usnally approached other esti- 
mates, because this Department hed to be 
regarded as a business proposition, which

There was a considerab.e saving in the 
charge that was made for the conveyance of 
letters.

Negotiations were proceed- 
ing with the Great Northern Co. and the 
Londonderry and Lough Swilly Co, by which 
he hopéd a reduction would. be effected. 

A saving, roughly speaking, of £900,000 
had heerf made in the financial position of 
the Post Office since it was. taken over by 
the Free State, and thanks for that were 
due to the officials of the department cn 
whose behalf he spoke. ' In 1 the loss -on 
the postal service was £656,200, and that was 
reduced in 1927-28 to £71,307;

LOSS ON POSTAL PACKETS. 

Leaving out parcels, the Post Office deli- 
vered 31,000,000 more postal packets here 
than were posted in the Free State. That in 
itself was responsible to a certain extent for 
portion of the loss which the Post Office had 
to bear.

The thirtieth annual meeting, of the 
Council of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help 
Society (Irish: Branch) was held yester- 
day at 12 Merrion square,’ Dublin. 
Colonel Lord Ardee, C.B., C.B.E., pte- 
sided, and, in commending the report. to 
the attention of supporters, described the 
condition of Irish ex-Service men as 


deplorable. ; : 

The report gave details of the assist- 
ance given by the Society to ex-Service 
men’ whose needs are not met by other 
‘ex-Service associations. During the year 
‘the Dublin office dealt with 5,754 sases. 
‘Financial assistance was granted to 746 
cases, and expenditure in relief umounted 
ty £1,176. The number of letters written 
in connection with various cases was 
4,815. 3 

Distress in 1928 was particularly acute 
in all parts of Ireland, and funds were 
not sufficient adequately to assist all 
deserving cases brought under notice, In 
spite of the efforts of many helpers to 
‘obtain money. The Saciety, however, 
obtained help in individual cases from 
other funds. Great confidence was placed 
in them, Lord Ardee said, by other 
societies dealing with similar cases. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT.

VETERANS OF FORMER 

i CAMPAIGNS. 


Mrs. John Fetherstonhaugh, M.B.E., | 


Honorary General Secretary, read the annual 
report, which stated that since the Society 
was established by the Countess Cadogan 
twenty-nine years ago 41,9/9 sick and 
poverty-stricken ex-Service meu have heen 
assisted at a cost-of £52,601. ‘S'o-day there 
is in Ireland a large body of mtn who can 
claim the title of ex-Service: meu, but have 
few of the compensations ard alleviations 
provided for the survivors of the campaigns 
of 1914-1918. These are the oid veterans 
who served in former wars and apeut the best 
part of their lives in the Army. | Many at- 
tempted to rejoin the Colows tp . August, 
1914, but had to be rejected cn account of 
age or infirmity. i 

During the year the Dubliu office dealt 
with 5,734 cases. Financial assistance was 
granted in 746 cases, and expenditure Im 
relief. amounted to £1,176 15s. 8d. The 
number of letters written in connection with 
various cases was 4,813. Distress 1n 1928 
was particularly acute in all }a.'t« of Ireland, 
and funds were not sufficient to assist ,ade- 
quately all deserving cases brought under 
notice, in spite of the effurts of many helpers 
to obtain money. In this connection the 
report mentioned particularly Mrs. Forde 
Leathley, Mrs. Fetherstonhaugh, Mrs. Porter, 
Mrs. Vaughan Hart and Mrs. Gaisford St. 
Lawrence. The Society, however, concen- 
trated in obtaining help in individual cases 
from regimental funds, Lloyd’s Patriotic 
Fund, the Royal Cambridge Fund, etc., 
£303 14s. 9d. being received on their recom- 
mendation from these sources for use at the 
Society's discretion. [rom the Southern Irish 
Loyalist Relief Association £73 12s. 6d. was 
ebtained for cases in which relief could not 
be obtained elsewhere. 

There had been a great deal of adverse 
criticism on the subject of making cash 
grants for limited periods. County repre- 
sentatives had written to say that an 
employer has often told them: ““[ cannot 
give so and so a job; he is too weak and 
puny to do a day 'á work.” Critics of a dole 
never stop to consider why a man is 
weak and puby. In nine cages ‘out of 
ten it is because he is half-starved, 
and in such cases a dole is necessary. 
Ex-soldiers, both pre-War and Great War, 
are encouraged to treat the Societv as a 
friend, and come to the office to tell their 
grievances and difficulties. The Society does 
its best to help them,. and many letters of 
gratitude have been received from men who 
obtained no financial assistance, but came 
to the: Society for advice, owing to. the 
sympathy they receive and the promptness 
with which their cases are dealt with. 


| PENSIONS. AND GRANTS. 

An enormous amount of work, the report 
continued, is entailed in connection with the 
campaign pensions and service pensions, and 
im two “recent, cases campaign pensions were 
obtained for men who did not know that thev 
were entitled to pension until they went to 
the office of this Society. During the year, 
apart from cash grants in cases of illness, 
the Society helped, or obtained help, in 
many ways. They paid arrears of rent where 
men were threatened with ‘eviction from 
their homes; gave orders for groceries when 
the doctor recommended extra nourishment, 
provided board and lodging for soldiers on 
furlough and ex-Service men passing through 
Dublin; paid railway fares and removal 
expenses for men taking up employment in 
another district. The Society also paid, or 
contributed towards, the expenses of old 
soldiers who died uninsured, and whose rela- 
tives were too poor to bear the whole cost. 

One of the great advantages of the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Help Society is its system of 
investigation and immediate relief in necessi- 
tous cases. Within twenty-four hours of a 
Dublin application being received, the case 
is visited, a report furnished by the investi- 
gator, and food orders or financial: assistance 
granted. County cases are dealt with the 
same day as the report is received from 
the local representative. 

| SERVING SOLDIERS. 

The main work of the Society lies with 
the old professional soldier who served In 
former wars, but about twenty-five per 
cent. of the cases dealt with are 
serving soldiers on furlough and 
post-war ex-Service men suffering from 
disabilities non-attributable to service 
fen who served in the Great War and re- 
mained on in the Army are assisted by the 
Rociety, as the United Service Fund can only 
deal with men who were discharged before 
the official conclusion of hostilities. The 
United Service Fund will, however. assist 
men discharged before August, 1921, and who 
subsoquentiy re-enlisted for short periods. 
The British Legion deals with cases of dis- 
tress due to nemployment. 

This Society is badly needed by Trishmen 
who have joined the British Army. When on 
furlough they invariably return to Ireland to 
visit their parents or relatives, and frequently 
find themselves in difficulties. For example, . 
a man may lose his travelling warrant and 
not have sufficient money to pay his fare back 
to his regiment. Prior to the Treaty he simply 
had to EE himself to the Garrison Adiú. 
tant, Dublin Castle, and a new warrant was 
issued. He could also, in certain cases. obtain 
an advance of pay, but since the evacuation of 
the British troops he has to depend on the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society to assist 
him. : 

_ During the past year 325 articles of cloth- 
ing were issued to 93 men taking up employ- 
ment and to invalids in their own homes or 
proceeding for treatment to the various sana- 
toria, where parcels were also sent to patients 
when necessary. 

THE COUNTY BRANCHES. 

In the county branches 1,389 men 
were — assisted: with money and 
clothing at a cost of £1,265 3s. 64. 
w—wg To county reports, one states that no 
less than £232 was spent in 1928 in relief 
of 208 families in South Tipperary, bearing 
eloquent testimony to two facts, namely, that 
the cases. for assistance are ever increasing, 
and that the friends of ex-Service men realise 
the urgency of the need. In addition to this 
£2352 a sum of close on £200 was disbursed 
by the honorary secretary and “friends '' 
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General Secretary, and Canon Adderiey.

| COMMISSIONERS’ WORK, 


The rather unfavourable prominence 


recent Dail debates makes the appearance 
now of a five years’ report on the working 
of the Free State Land Commission at 
once opportune and useful, The. 
which is issued by Commissioners Mr. 
Justice Wylie, T. Hogan. and. Kevin R, 
O’Shiel, and covers the period April, 1923 
March, 1928, was laid on the table of Dail 
Eireann yesterday. as 
Although presenting a most comprehen- 


_ 


the progress made towards its solution, the 
report is a marvel of com ion, as it 
combines the statistics of the three bodies 
—the Irish Land Commissioners, the 
Estates. Commissioners and the Congested 
Districts Board—who dealt with land 
purchase and previously. issued separate 
reports; and it gives. a comprehensive 
summary of the cumulative result of their 
activities up to the year 1923, when the 
Estates Commissioners and the Congested 
Districts Board were dissolved and their 
functions transferred to the re-organised 
Land Commission. In addition a concise 
account is given of the purpose and scope 
of the Land Acts of 1923 and 1927, and 
the proceedings thereunder, up to Slst 
March, 1928. 
A COMPLEX PROBLEM. 

Few of the Land Commission sg critics 
realise the magnitude and complicity of 
the problem of land purchase, or the legal 
and other difficulties with which it 
bristles, but this report gives an adequate 
explanation of some of the unavoidable 
delays and difficulties inherent in such á 
compulsory and far-reaching measure as 
the Land Act for 1923 and the Amending 
Act of 1927. 

The report ends on a note of optimism, 
“ Notwithstanding the difficulties en- 
countered, good pe has been made 
in tho vesting of lands under the Acts, 
and up to 3lst March, 1928, the amount 
of Land Bonds issued in respect of pur- 
chase proceedings. under ‘the Land Acts, 
1023-7.. was £4,020,239. As regards 
tenanted lands, up to the 31st March, 
1928, 16,323 holdings, comprising 615,948 
acres. have been provisionally gazetted 
preparatory to the Axing of the appointed 
days and the vesting of the lands, and of 
these 2,004 holdings, comprising an area 
of 134,140 acres, and representing a pur- 
chase money of £1.400,774, were vested 
up. to the 31st’ March, 1928. The 
Oiréachtas passed an SAT a Act in 
1027, which removed certain difficulties so 
as to expedite the vesting of tenanted 
jand. and by the 31st December, 1928, the 
number of holdings vested lad increased 
to 5.450; comprising an area of 224,458 
acres and representing a purchase money 
of £2,204,263. 

UNTENANTED LANDS. 
é“ As regards untenanted lund, up to 
the 3ist’ March, 1928; 666,427 acres have 
been inspected, and prices have” been 
offered or the Jands gazetted in resport 
of 384,820 acres of the area in&pected. Of 
this area of 384,820 acres, 221,269 acres 
have been vested in the Land Commiais- 
sion, and prices have been agreed ‘on ot 
fixed in respect of a further 62,119 acres. 
“Of the 221.369 aeres of such land 
already acquired under this Act, 150,604 
acres have been actually divided among 
approved allottees up to the 3lst March 
1928. ' At the same time, the division o 
untenanted land on estates purchased by 
the Estates Commissioners and the Con- 
yested Districts Board under the Acts 
1903-9, has been pushed forward, and 
during the five years ended 3lst March, 
1928, an area of 128,584 acres of 
untenanted land on such properties have 
been divided. The total area of un- 
tenanted land divided by the Land Com- 
mission during the period was thus 
279.278 acres. By the end of the year 
1928 the total area so divided has. been 
increased to over 317,000 acres. 
£30,000,000 RE UIRED. 

‘‘-As regards the completion of the pur- 
chase of the large number of estates, in 
respect of which proceedings had been in- 
stituted under the Land Acts, 1906-9, but 


date of the passing of the Land Act, 1925, 
during the period from Ist April, 1925, to 
31st March; 1928, advances were made in 
respect of these pending SRÁTH 
amounting to, 25,794,740, affecting 15, 

holdings comprising 479,075 acres. In 
addition, in respect of the re-sale of 


sioners or the Congested Districts Board, 
the Land Commission vested during the 


14,815 purchasers for a total re-sale price 
of £5,.228,329."’ - 

It. is of interest to learn that the total 
advances made for, the purchase of land 
under all the Land Purchase Acts prior 
to the Land Act, 1923, for the twenty-six 
counties of Saorstat Eireann amounts to 
£99,790.519, apart from £3,795,984 ad- 
vanced by the Land Commission to rural 
district councils under the Labourers’ 
Acts. It has been estimated that ad- 
vances amounting to at least £30,000,000 
in 44 p.c. Land Bonds will be required 
to complete land purchase ander the Land 
Acts, 1923-7. These figures. give some 
idea of the magnitude of the task of 
transforming the Irish Free State into a 
nation of peasant proprietors.
